In New York sta te the trem o rs w ere

points. In C anada shocks w ere felt at 
M ontreal, O ttaw a, Toronto, Prescott, 
Brookville and o th e r places. 
One life was lost as a result of the 
ea rth q u ak e at B ingham ton, N. Y. T he 
trem ors caused a cave in of a tren c h 
four feet deep in the basem ent of the 
W alley building, and Rocco Parso, a 
laborer, w as killed. 
The shocks seem ed severest in C an­ 
ada. 
A m an was h u rt in M ontreal by 
being throw n from a wagon w hen his 
horse was frightened by bricks and 
boards falling from the top of a build­ 
ing. 
In Verdune, a su burb of M ontreal, 
hundreds of persons rushed from th eir 
hom es in panic. The m ayor of V er­ 
dune said th at it sounded as if “a llve- 
ton truck w as being pulled through 
the stree ts at high speed.” 
In the parliam en t building at O tta­ 
wa pictures w ere shaken from the 
walls, tables 
and desks w ere o v er­ 
turned, aud 
buildings 
rocked 
upon 
th eir foundations. 
M em bers of p arlia­ 
m ent ran bareheaded into the streets. 
Telephone poles w ere shaken down on 
the outsk irts of th e city and telephone

panic stricken anil fled 
from th eir hom es into the open fields. 
The shock throughout the St. L aw ­ 
rence valley was the se v erest record­ 
ed in the m em ory of the oldest in h ab ­ 
itants, but no dam age was reported 
there. 
Several buildings in Brooklyn, in­ 
cluding borough ball and the court 
house, w ere shaken. T en an ts in New

Excellent For Fattening and For Feed­ 
ing Stock Cattle. 
For a period of four years te -ts have 
been carried on with steers at th e Wis- 
consiu College of A griculture to deter­ 
mine th e va hie of silage as a fe«*d for 
the fattening steer w hen fed alone 
with a suitable grain ration or in con­ 
nection w itll cit her git si n 'fa lfa or clo 
■*sr hay roughages fed with a grain ra ­ 
tion. 
Iii every Instance it w as found 
th. t silage lowered the cost of grains 
when Introduced into the ration, and 
when 
fed as the sole roughage (al­ 
though gains wore not so large as 
vv hen c lover or alfalfa hay w as added 
to the ration) the gains w ere made the 
most cheaply. 
It Is unw ise for 
■* farm er to f**el 
that because silage is a good fecsl It 
can be m ade the sole feed for stock, 
says th** Iowa H om estead. 
By nature 
it Is high Iii w ater content, low* In pro­ 
tein an d high In carb o h y d rate m ate­ 
rials. 
T o b** properly balanced the ra 
lion should contain nome feeds tliut 
ar** I * • vv Iii w ater content and carbohy­ 
d rate m aterial and high In protein.

The best European vuHetids possess 
a better flavor, color and texture, par­ 
ticularly for boiling and frying, but 
these «lo not succeed when introduced 
into the United States,

growers would engage lit this work as 
they have in G reat Britain. Germany 
and Austria, they would find it a fas­ 
cinating industry and would undoubt­ 
edly make notable achievements. 
In America we have much to am m i 
plXsh in breeding a potato with a great­ 
er starch content. 
Our (tot a toes are 
now lower than th** German varieties 
by front 4 to 8 per cent.

The hired help is usually busy 
enough until deep snow falls or 
during stormy winter weather. 
Then the farmer uses bis wits 
to find work that will be worth 
while as well as just keeping the 
man busy. 
Of course there is 
the wood lot. 
But the pushing 
farmer plans to get most of the 
wood cut before deep snow. 
Very deep snow makes hauling 
the wood home or to market 
sometimes out of the question 
for a long time.

land in winter.
